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As heretofore stated in these columns, 


the Board of Trade have now under con- 
sideration the subject of the best and most 
feasible method ol reducing the expenses 
of State and county governments in Ne- 
vada, in order that population and capital 
may be induced to come in and develop and 
builcs tip industries, for which ample op- 
portunities are afforded, and would be read- 
ily mada available and utilized except for 
oar excessive rate of Stale and county 


We Submit with this circular a diagram 


or map of this State which reduces the 
number oi counties from fourteen to eight, 
which will relieve the people about $150,- 
000 per annum in taxation, and be neatly 
if not quite as convenient io the conduit 
of their business as the present arrange- 
ment, and $150,000 annually retained by 
the people, instead of having it disbursed 
for unnecessary service, will be 
HU im- 


portant item to those who have to cou- 
tirbute the amount from their hard earn- 
ings, or in many instances unprofitable in- 
vestments. 


We are not unmindful of the tenacity 


The sabjsct is ono of engrossing impor- 


tance to the whole people, and the press 
which, no donbt voices public sentiment in 
that respect, have With singular unanimity, 
and regardless of party, for several months 
past urged the necessity of a Constitutional 
Convention in order to so amend onr or- 
ganic act, as to permit of the reforms in 
public expenditures to meet the joint de- 
mands of oar burdened people. 


With a view therefore of practically 


analyzing the subject, and making a criti- 
cal examination of the best remedy to be 
employed to accomplish these results, the 
Board have solicited the opinions of many so-iable 
of the leading citizens of the State, as well service, 
as the views of the taxpayers in general, 
and its members are still anxious for a full 
and free expression from every source, 
looking to a proper solution of this im- 
portant question. 


It has also called to its assistance the aid 


of counsel to prepare such amendments to 
the present constitution as they deam req- 
uisite and necessary to secure such a re- 
daction. 


The JOUBNAI, presents witli this issue an 


address which was submitted to tba Board 
by the attorneys employed, together with 
such modifications of our present constitu- 
tion as they considerod would be sufficient 
to materially reduce the burdens of gov- 
ernment, and at the same time preserve the 
efficiency of the public service, and the 
Board have now under consideration the 
whole subject matter, to be acted upon at 
its next general meeting, 


Not knowing therefore what action it 


may take in the premises, but realizing 
that the question is one of absorbing pub- 
lic interest, the JOUENAL desires to carry 
the matter before its readers, so that ample 
opportunity may be had for oarefal and 
deliberate consideration of the subject. 


^V-bether the Board of Trade/ shall sea fit 


to adopt the address and recommend it to 
the people of the State, cannot now be the 
subject of intelligent conjecture, but in ad- 
vance of any action by that body, it has 
kindly permitted us to examine the manu- 
script, and with the JOTJKXAL'S usual enter- 
prise, it turns it over to the public. 


The following is the address which was 


submitted Jor consideration by the Board: 


To the taxpayers, voters and good people 


of the State of Nevada:— Tho Board of 
Trade, of Nevada, which was organized for 
the purpose of attempting to improve and 
build up the industries of Nevada and to 
devise ways and means for promoting the 
general welfare of its citizens, have been 
prosecuting their labors with the greatest 
diligence, and desire'a'^tbia time to submit 
to the people o! the State certain economic 
reoomendations, to be acted upon by them 
when assembled in their respective con- 
ventions, both State and county; to the end 
that their representatives may be fully ad- 
tised in regard to the will of their constitu- 
ents, touching the measures, which we 
deem of vital importance to the welfare, 
growth and future prosperity of onr State. 


It is unnecessary for us to call public at- 


tention to the fact that Nevada has been 
declining in material wealth and population 
lor the past decade, and unless measures 
of the most rigid economy in the public ex- 
penditures are adopted and enforced as to 
State and county governments and the 
burdens of the people materially lessened, 
it will be impossible to induce capital to in- 
vest within our borders or retain that which 
is at present operating in the State. 


It is far from our intention to discourage 


the people o£ Nevada upon the future pros- 
pects of this coramoawealth and indeed we 
see nothing in the outlook to alarm the 
most timid, providing we avail ourselves of 
tha opportunities within our reach, to re- 
suscitate dormant industries and build up 
euch new enterprises as our natural re- 
sources will permit, and if this course is 
pursued, the year 1900 will dawn upon a 
prosperous, 
happy, progressive people, 


numbering (not 45,000 souls, including In- 
dians not taxol ) but rather 150,000, sturdy, 
Anglo Saxon?, who have been the architect 
of their own fortunes, and havo built up 
homes and reared family altars, in the 
beautiful and productive valleys of the 
battle born State. 


But in order to accomplish a result EO 


devoutly to be desired, we must start right 
and lop of£ every useless extravagance in 
onr form of government and awaken to the 
realization that u few people (less than the 
population of au a7eraga county, amongst 
our Eastern sisters) are at present taxed to 
support an expensive State government, 
ani fourteen county governments which are 
eating out our very substance and laying 
snah an embargo on attempted enterprise 
as to exclude the man of means from in 
vesting in our midst. 
Tho question is 


then suggested: 
What can be done to rem- 


edy 'his intolerable state of affairs? 


The, first important step is to consolidate 


the counties and lessen the number o 
county officials to be supported at public 
expense. 


with which many people are wedded to the 
idol of court houses and county seats but 
our experience in the past shows this ta be 
egregious folly, for which the people have 
dearly paid and which, if continued, must 
inevitably result in back^T^'-iy and rain. 
It must also be borne ifl'nrafrhj'it the con- 
ditions, which- in the past, seemed to war- 
rant the multiplication 
of counties, no 


longer exists; and 45,000 people with only 
$20,000,000 of taxable property remain to 
bear the burdens which 65,000 peoplo rep- 
resenting over $50,000,000 t-ixable property 
had to bear in 1S7G. 


Having reduced as far as practicable the 


number of county governments, we should 
next turn our attention to a consolidation 
of county officers, and a redaction of sala- 
ries, to the end that no greater number of 
officers shall be employed than are actually 
EC',°ssary, by steady employment, and rea- 


oxertiori, to perform the public 
and their salaries should be ad- 


justed upon the basis of existing values in 
other branches of industry, rather than the 
high pro-sure principles which marked the 
advent of official life in Novadi. It is wall 
known that the mechanic, artisan and 
every other class has had to suffer a ma- 
terial reduction in the amount received for 
their services, end it is believed that the 
office holder has no greater claims upon the 
generosity of the people than those en- 
gaged in other and more laborious lines of 
employment. 


Neither do we believe that a material re- 


duction 
in 
the emoluments 
of 
office 


would greatly lessen the number which 
would be willing to annually offer them- 
selves as candidates or result in securing 
less efficient services than those performed 
under present rates. 


We should also turn our attention to the 


remodeling o£ our organic act, which we 
believe can only be satisfactorily accom- 
plished by assembling a Constitutional 
Convention; we should give our present 
Constitution a liberal application of the 
pruning knife eliminating therefrom every 
unnecessary source of expense, rendered 
mandatory by the present instrument, and 
have a rounding up and dismissal of alithe 
officers, deputies, clerks, and secretaries, 
which nre not absolutely necessary for the 
safe conduct of the affairs of State, in the 
most simple and economical form. 
It is a 


part of the history of the country, thatNfe- 
vada haa less official work done and pays 
more for it than any other State in the 
Uniou, and this too in the face of the fact 
that there is not u State east of the Missouri 
river, that has not at least twenty oeanties, 
each having a population greater than this 
State, and many of them more than fifty 
of such counties. Is it not then high 
time t'aat we should call a halt in this reek- 
less and unnecessary distribution of the 
people's money, without any corresponding 
benefit, and reorganize our State Govern- 
ment, upon a plan based upon our actual 
necessities, rather than adhering to those 
old methods and forms, which havo proved 
an expensive luxury, and in onr present 
conditions are without any practical utility. 


We will outline a part at least of the ben- 


efits that would accrue to the taxpayers, by 
the adoption of these suggestions, in tho 
adminiRtration of the State Government. 


We would first abolish the Supreme 


Court, as a distinct Court, and require the 
four District Judges ot the State to meet 
twice a year and hold terms of the Su- 
premo Court, and decide in bane such oases 
as havo been appealed from the District 
Courts of the various counties; thus saving 
$18,000 psr annum npoa that score nlone. 
Tho salaries of the District Judges should 
be fixed at not exceeding $5,000.instead of 
$G,400, their present compensation, which 
includes traveling expenses, and thereby 
save $0,400, which would make a retrench- 
ment in our Judicial department o£ more 
than $24,000 each year. 


There is no danger that such a change 


cannot be made and at the same time se- 
cure the prompt and speedy determination 
of all the law cases in the State; neither 
need there be any apprehension that cv sal- 
ary of $5,000 per annum, or eron a lesser 
sum will call the best legal talent in the 
State ta the Bench, as the present year has 
demonstrated, that many of our judges and 


calendar months. 


Neither would wo permit the Secretary 


of State to employ a deputy at a salary 
of $2,000 per nnnum (QB he ia allowed 
under the present system), to perform the 
service's which should be performed by 
that officer, but in oasus of urgent* ne- 
cessity, or extraordinary rush of business 
he might be perm.tied to employ the 
services of a olerk at a reasonable pc-r diem, 
until such necessity ceaaeJ, 
By this 


means $5,000 annually of the people's 
money will remain in their pockets, instead 
of bsing thrown away, for the privilege 
of b^ing permitted to livo within the 
boiindanes of the State of Nevada. 


The position of the State Superintend- 


ent of Public Instruction is more honor- 
ary than 
useful and all of the servioes 


performed by that offioar 
e?3<?ut an oc- 


casional pilgrimage around tbe State «an 
be easily and satisfactorily attended to by 
the State Controller, end it is believed 
that §3,060 per annnm now paid to such 
Snperintendsnt would be laore §ervioeable 
if retained by the taxpayers or covered 
into the State School Fund, than devoted 
to the payment of » salary from which 
no corresponding benefit is over realized. 


We would therefore recommend that this 


office be abolished and the clerical duties 
be transferred to the office of State Con- 
troller, without requiring any visitations 
by that officer of the public schools of 
the State, which can be locked after and 
attended to by local Superintendents, 


We believo that the position of Attorney 


General could be sioriftoed without any 
detriment to the efficiency of the public 
service and thereby relieve us from con- 
tributing annually $3,000 for the Bake of a 
position where no adequate serviced are 
ever 
performed 
or 
the 
salary ever 


earned by the incumbent. 


The District Attorneys of the various 


counties should be required to follow 
their cases to the Supreme Court, which 
will not materially increase their labors, 
and even if it nhonld there is no valid 
reason for not requiring officials to per- 
form a reasonable service for the salaries 
received. 


It is a patent fact, known to every resi- 


dent in the western part o£ the State, 
that the Attorney Geteral is scarcely ever 
at his post of duty, and the only thing 
they do with any degree of industry and 
regularity is to draw the salary and en. 
deavor to hold on to tho position. 
The 


deputy Slate Treasurer has creditably per- 
formed tho duties of Treasurer for the past 
year at a salary of $2,000, while his princi- 
pal has been too ill to attend to any of 
its duties. 


If a deputy can run the offioe alone and 


unaided, there would seem to be no sub- 
stantial reason why a principal could not 
do the saino thing, and thus save §2,000 
per annum npon that score; this willaggra- 
gate a saving in the executive department 
iu a sum of money approximating 820,000 
per annum 


In the Legislative department a material 


and substantial redaction can be accom- 
plished. The membership should be re 
duced from sixty to at least forty, and we 
believe that if the members of the Asaem 
bly were fixed at twenty and the Senate at 
ten, that we would receive more wholesome 
legislation and a better service, than we 
have boen accustomed to receive at the 
hands of that body in the past. Tho 
truth is, that wo do not require extensive 
legislation, but are sadly in need of a few 
salutary measures, which would lessen the 
burdens of government, and all such, laws 
to meet the requirements and necessities o! 
the people, could easily be formulated nnd 
adopted by thirty business men, in forty 
days, which should bo tho maximum teini 
of any Tegular session. 


Five dollars per day and twenty-five

days we shall ever witness in a financial 
>oint of view, and we trust that each resi- 
dent, citizen, taxpayer and voter of the 
State will aooept thesa suggestions in the 
spirit in which they are inspired, with an 
iye single to the general weal, and will not 
lermit loci.1 prejudice or personal aggran- 
dizement to warp his judgment, or swerve 


i from pursuing that course which will 


o tbe end redound to the advantage of all. 


It is proper in this connection to state 


hat it ia onr deliberate judgment that the 
ilver legislation enacted by the present 
esaion of Congress, will stimulate onr 
mining industries and result in a reorgan- 
zatinn of many of the deserted mining 
listriols of Nevada and give new impetus 
and vigor to onr paramount industry. 


We have been manfully struggling with 


he Congress of the United States to sejmre 
a recognition of our rights and to be 
jranted a fair opportunity la def end onr 
leartha and homes from the baneful infill- 
inoe which woiUd inevitably re°u't from a 
ontinued demonetization of s'lverj and 
now that we have secured relief from that 
ifidy and are hopeful for its complete res- 
oration in the near

Mr. Newlands, President of the State 


Board o! Trade, informs us that the ques- 
tion which tho Board will be called npon 
to determiiio is whether to advise the 
electors -i Nevada to make the suggested 
economic reforms in State and county gov- 
ernment by means of a new Constitution or 
by changing the existing Conslitation by 
amendment and by laws reducing salaries 
and consolidating offices. 


The Board would be glad to receive com- 


munications, either as to nature of the 
reforms required or as to tho method of 
securing them, before it takes final action. 


It is confidently believed that if, the fol- 


lowing Constitution, or one of similar im- 
port, should be adopted by the people 
throngh a Constitutional Convention, it 
would result in uu annual saving in the 
cost of Stata and county governments, 
equal, If not greater, than the amount sug- 
gested in the foregoing recommendations.

PKEAMBLE. 


We, the people of the State of Nevada, 


grateful to Almighty God for our freedom, 
in order to secure its blessings, insure do- 
mestic tranqnility and form a more perfect 
government, do establish this Constitution. 


lawyers trt. now applicants lor the position 
rendered vacant by the untimely decease of 
Hon, George M, Sabiii, of the United States 
District Court, and the salary attached to 
that position is only $3,500 per annum.

We would next attack the Governor's office 
with a reduction of salary from §5,000 to

thus prevent the unjust and useless expend-

We would dispense with a Clerk of the 


Supreme Court at a salary of 83,000 per 
year, and require the Secretary of State 
to attend to those duties and it ia safe to 
say thai with the addition of such services 
cast upon that officer, he would still have 
to labor on an average of less than four 


nnd disposed of by a Constitutional Con- 
vention would result in an annual saving of 
more than $200,000 to the people ol the 
State, which is an item, owing to our ex- 
isting financial conditions, which we can- 
not afford to overlook. 


With a view therefore of calling public 


attention to the matter and getting our 
conclusions thoroughly before the people, 
we have made and herewith submit a dralt 
of a constitution, or rather such amend- 
ments to our present organic act as we deem 
absolutely necessary to secure tbe reforms 
in public expenditures, which ere outlined 
in these pages. 


We do not, of course, present this docu- 


ment for any other'purpose than thot of 
inviting public discussion and criticism, so

AETICLB I— DECLARATION OF EIGHTS. 
SECTION 1. All men are by nature free 


and equal, tnd have certain inalienable 
rights, among which are those of enjojing 
and defending life and liberty; acquiring, 
possessing and protecting property, and 
pursuing and obtaining safety and happi- 
ness. 


SEO. 2. All political power is inherent 


in the people. Government is instituted 
for the protection, security and benefits to 
the people; and they havo a right to alter 
or reform the same whenever the public 
good may require it. 
But the paramount 


allegiance of every citizen is dne to the 
Federal Government, in the exercise of all 
its constitutional powers as the sama have 
been or may be defined by the 'Supremo 
Court of the United States; and no power 
exists in the people of this or any other 
State of the Federal Union to dissolve 
their connection [herewith, or perform any 
act tending to impair, subvert or resist the 
supreme authority of the Government of 
the United Slates. The Constitution of 
the United States confers full power on the 
Federal Government, to maintain and per- 
petuate its existence, and whensoever any 
portion of the States, or the people thereof, 
attempt to secede from tho Federal Union, 
or forcibly resist the execution of its laws, 
the Federal Government may, by warrant 
of the Constitution, employ armed force io 


person shall be rendered incompetent to be 
a witness on account of his opinions on 
matters of religious belief; but the liberty 
of conscience hereby secured shall not be 
ao construed as to excuse act* of licen- 
tiousness, or justify practices inconsistent 
with the peace and safety of this State. 


SEC. 5 The privilege of the writ of 


HABEAS CORPUS shall not bo suspend- 
ed, unless when, iu cases of rebellion or 
invasion, the public safety may require its 
suspension. 


SEO. 
6. Excessive bail fhall not bo re- 


quired, nor excessive fines impcsed, nor 
shall cruel or Doasuul panUhments be'in- 
flicted, nor shall witnesses be unreasonably 
detained. 


SEC. 
7. All persons shall be bailable by 


sufficient sureties; unless for capital of- 
fenses, when tho proof is evident or the 
presumption great. 


SEO. 
8. No person shall be tried for a 


capital or otherwise infamous crime (ex- 
cept in cases of impeachment, and incases 
of the militia when in actual service, and 
the land and naval forces ia lime of war, 
or which the State may keep with the con- 
sent of Congress in time of peace, and is 
cases of petit larceny, under the regulation 
of the Legislation), except on presentment 
or indictment of a Grand Jury; provided, 
THAT THE GRAND JUBY MAY BE

whatever, the patty accused sball be 
allowed to appear and defend in person and 
with counsel, as in civil actions. No per- 
son shall be subject to be twice put in 
jeopardy for the same offense; nor shall be 
bo compelled, in any criminal case, to be 
a w!tuesa againat himself, nor be deprived 
of life, liberty or properly, without due pro- 
cess of law; nor sball private property ba 
taken for public use without just compen- 
sation having first bean made or secured, 
except in cases of war, riot, fire, or groat 
public peril, in which case compensation 
shall be afterwards made. 


Sue. 9. Every citizen may freely speak., 


write oud publish bis sentiments on all 
subjects, being responsible for tho abuse 
of tbat right; and no law shall ba passed 
to restrain or abridge the liberty of speech 
or of the press. In all criminal prosecu- 
tions and civil actions for libels, tbe truth 
may be given in evidence to the jury; and 
if it shall appear to tho jury tbat the mat- 
ter charged as libelous is true, and was 
published for good motives and for justifi- 
able ends, the party shall be acquitted or 
exonerated, 


SKC. 10 The people shall have the right 


freely to assemble together to consult for 
the common good, to instruct their repre- 
sentatives, and to petition the Legislature 
for redress or grievances.

11. The military shall be subordi- 


nate to the civil power. No standing army 
shall be maintained by this State iu time 
fo peace, and in time of war no appropri- 
lion for a standing army shall be for a 
longer lime than two ycara.

12. No soldier shall, in tirno of 


peace, be quartered in any house without 
tbe consent of the owner, nor in time of 
war except in the manner prescribed by 
law.

tioned according to population.

14. Ths privilege of tb<- debtor to 


enjoy the necestary comforts of life shall 
be recognized by wholesome law-, vxempt- 
ing a reasonable amount of property from 
seizure or sale for payment of any debts or 
liabilities NOW EXISTING or, hereafter 
contracted; and there shall be no imprison- 
ment for debt except in cases of fraud, 
libel, or slander, and no person shall be 
imprisoned for a militia fine in time of 
peace.

ID. No bill of attainder, ox post 


facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts, shall ever be passed. 


SEO. 
16. Foreigners who are or who 


States, or held civil or military office under 
the so-called Confederate States, or either 
of them, unless au amnesty be granted to 
such by the Federal Government, and no 
idiot or insane person shall be entitled to 
the privilege of an elector. 


SEO. 2. For tha purpose of voting, no 


person shall be deemed to have gained or 
lost a residence by reason of his pretence 
or absence while employed in the service 
of the United States, nor while engaged in 
the navigation of the waters of (he United 
States, or of the high sess; nor while a 
student of any seminary of learning; nor 
while kept at any alinhousaor other asylum 
at public expense; nor while confined in 
any public prison. 


SEO. 
3, The right of suffrage shall be 


enjoyed by all persons otherwise entitled to 
tho same, who may be in the military, or 
naval service of the United States; pro. 
•aided, the votes EO cast shall be made to 
apply to the county and township of which 
said voters were bona fine residents at tho 
time of their enlistment; provided further, 
tbat the payment of a poll tax, or a regis- 
tration of such voters shall not be required 
89 a condition to the right of voting. Pro- 
vision shall be made by law, regulating the 
manner of voting, holding elections, and 
making returns of such elections, wherein 
other provisions are not contained iu this' 
Constitution.

4. During tbe day on which any 


general election shall be held in this State, 
no qualified elector shall be arrested by 
virtue of any civil process.

5. All elections by tho people shall 


be by ballot, and all the elections by the 
Legislature or by either branch thereof, 
shall be viva voce. 


SEC. 6. Provision shall be made by law 


for the registration of the name of tho 
electors within the counties of which they 
may be residents, and for tbe ascertain- 
ment by proper proofs of the persons who 
shall be entitled to the right of suffrage, as 
hereby established, to preserve the purity 
of election, and to regulate the manner of 
holding and making .returns of the same; 
and tho Legislature shall have power to' 
prescribe by law any other or farther rules 
or oaths as may be deemed necessary as a 
test or electoral qualification.

7. The Legislature shall provide 


by law for the payment of an annual poll 
tax of not less than two nor exceeding four 
dollars from each male person resident in 
tbe State, between the ages of twenty-one, 
and sixty years, (uncivilized American In- 
dians excepted), one half to be applied for 


may hereafter become bona fide residents 
of this State, shall enjoy the same rights 
in reapeot to the possession, enjoyment, 
and inheritance of property, as native born 
citizens.

17. Neither slavery nor involuntary

the indebtedness of the county to which it is 
attached, existing at the date of such annexa- 
tion, but the same shall continue to be paid in 
the same manner as though no such change had 
been made. 


SEC. 
4. 
The Legislature at the first session 


after the adoption of this Constitution, shall 
enact such appropriate legislation, as may be 
necessary, to give full force- and effect to the 
piovisions of this Article. 


SEC. 
5, 
The boundaries of the various 


counties as hereinbefoi e designated and described 
shall not be changed for the space of ten years, 
next succeeding the adoption of this Constitu- 
tion; provided, that no change shall ever be 
made, except by a vote of two-thirds of all the 
members elected to both branches of the State 
Legislature. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


SECTION 1. Tha seat of Government 


shall be at Carsoa City. 


SEC. 
2. Members of tho Legislature and 


all officers, Executive, Judicial and Minis- 
terial, shall, before they enter npon the 
Jnties of their respective offices, take and 
subscribe to tho following oath or affirma- 
tion: 


I, 
, do solemnly swear (or 


affirm) that I will support, protect and de 
fend the Constitution and Government of 
the United States nud tlw Constitution and 
the Government of the'Stata of Nevada, 
against all enemies, whether domestic or 
foreign and that I will bear true faith, alle- 
giance and loyalty to tho same, any ordi 
nance, resolution or law of any State, Con- 
veniion or Legislature to ths contrary not- 
withstanding; and farther, that I do this 
with the full determination, pledge and 
purpose, without any mental reservation 
or evasion whatsoever. And I do further 
solomly swcur (or affirm)that I have not 
fought, nor sent or accepted a challenge to 
fight a duel nor been a second to either 
party, nor in any ra inner aided or assisted 
in such dusl, nor been knowingly the 
bearer of such challenge or acceptance, 
since the adoption of the Constitution of 
the State of Nevada, and that I will not be 
so engaged or concerned, directly or indi- 
rectly, in or about any euoh duel daring 
my continuance in office. 
And farther, 


that I will well and faithfully perform all 
the duties of the office of 
on 


which I am about t D enter, (if an oath) 
"so help ms God;" (it an affirmation) 
"under the pains andpenaltiesof perjury." 


SEC. 
3. No person shall be eligible (o 


any office who is not a qualified elector 
ander the Constitution. No person who, 
while a citizen of this State, has, since 
the adoption of THE Constitution IN THE 
YEAR 186'i, fonght a duel with a deadly 
weapon, sent or accoptc-d n challenge to 
fight a duel with a deadly weapon, either 
within or beyond the bonudaries of this 
State, or who has acted as second or 
knowingly conveyed a challenge, or aided 
or assisted in any manner in fighting a 
duel, shall ba allowed to hold any office 
of honor, profit or trust, or enjoy t 
right of suffrage nnder this Constitution. 
The Legislature shall provide by law for 
giving force and effect to this section. 


SEC. 
4. No perpetuities shall be allowed 


except for eleemosynary purposes. 


SEC. 
5. The general election shall be 


held on the Tuesday next after tho first 
Monday of November. 


SEC. 
G. The aggregate number of mem- 


bers of both branches of '.ha Legislature 
shall never exceed FORTY, AND UNTIL 
OTHERWISE ORDERED BY THE LEG- 
ISLAfURE, SHALL CONSIST OF FIF- 
TEEN SENATORS AND TWENTY AS- 
SEMBLYMEN, TO BE APPORTIONED 
BETWEEN THE DIFFERENT COUN- 
TIES IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
POPULATION, 
BASED UPON THE 


CENSUS OF 1890. 


SEC. 
7. All county officers shall hold 


their offices at the couoty seats of their 
respective counties. 


SEC. 
8. Tha Legislature shall provide 


for the speedy publication of all statute 
laws of a general nature, and such decis- 
ions of the Supreme Court as it may deem 
eipedient; and all laws and judicial dicis- 
ions shall bo free for publication by any 
person; provided, that no judgment of the 
Supreme Court shall take effect and be 
operative until the opinion of tho Court in 
such case shall be filed with the Clerk of 
said Court. 


SEC. 9. The Legislature may, at any 


time, provide by law for DIMINISHING 
the salaries or compensation of any of tbe 
officers whoso salaries or compensation is 
fixed in ths Constitution; provided, no 
suoh change of salary or compensation 
shall apply to any officer daring the term 
for which he may hare been elected, 


SEC. 
10. All officers whose election or 


appointment is not otherwise provided for, 
shall be chosen or appointed as may be 
prescribed by law. 


SEC, 
11. The tenure of any office jiot 


hsrein provided for' may be declared" by 
law, or when not so declared, suoh office 
shall be held during the pleasure of the 
authority making the appointment, bat the 
Legislature shall not create any office the 
teanre of which shall be longer than four 
years, eioept as hsrein otherwise provided 
in this Constitution. 


SEC, 
12. Tbe Governor, Pacretary of 


State, State Treasuier, AND State Con- 
troller, shall keep their respective offices at 
he seat of Government. 


SEC. 13. The enumeration of the inhab- 


tants of this Stata taken uadar the direc- 
•ion of the Congress of the United* States 
n A. D. eighteen hundred and NINETY, 
and every subsequent ten yeiri, shall serve 
as tbe basis of representation iu both 
loused of tha Legislaturs. 


SEC. 11. A plurality of votes given at an 


election by ths people shall constitute a 
choice, where not otherwise provided by 
this Constitution. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION 1. Any amendment or amend- 


ments to this Constitution may be proposed 
in the Senate or Assembly, and if agreed to 
ty a vote of two-thirds of the members decttd 
'o eac/i housi, such proposed amendment or 
amendments sliall le entered on the respective 
journals of each liousi, with the yeas and 
nays taken thereon. 


Any amendment or amendments agreed to 


'>ythe Legislature, as provided in this Sec- 
tion, shall be published for three montJis next 
oreceding the time for electing the next Legis- 
lature, and shall be submitted to the people at 
the time for electing the next Legislature in 
uchminner as the Legislature agreeing to 
such amendment or amendments shall pre- 
scribe; and if the people shall approve and 
ratify such amendment or amendments 
by a majority of. the electors voting for 
members of the Legislature at such elec- 
tion, such amendment or amendments shall 
become part oftht Constitution* 


SEC. 2. If at any time the Legislature, 


by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
elected to each House, shall determine that 
it is necessary to cause a revision of this 
entire Constitution, they shall recommend 
to the electors in such manner and at such 
time as the Legislature shall prescribe to vote for 
or against a convention; and if it shall appear 
that a majority of tin. electors voting at such elec- 
tion shall have voted in favor of calling a con- 
vention the Legislature shall, at its next session, 
provide by law for the calling of a convention, 
to be holdeit within six months after the passage 
of the law, and such convention shall coiuist oj 
a number of members not more than that of both 
branches of the Legislature and not less than one 
half of that number. 
The Constitution adopted 


by such convention must be submitted to and rat- 
ified by a vote of'thepeople. 


ARTICLE XTIII. 


SCHEDULE. 


SECTION 1. That no inconvenience ma; 


arise ky a change in the Organic Act of tbih 
Stata, it is hereby declared (hat all laws of 
the State of Nevada, in force at the time 
of the ADOPTION OF THIS CONSTITD- 
TION, not repugnant to ITS PBOVIS 
IONS, shall remain in force Tintil they ex- 
pire by their own limitations, or be altered 
or repelled by the Legislature 


SEC, 2. 
The Executive officers of the State 


shall be a Governor at an annual salary oj 
$3,000; a Slate Controller, who shall be ex-offi- 
cio Superintendent of Public Instruction, whose 
annual salary shall be $3,000; provided, that 
it shall not be necessary for the Controller as Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction to visit any 
of the Schools of the State. A State Treasurer, 
whose annual salary shall be $j,ooc; a Sur- 
veyor General, who shall be ex-officio State Land 
Register, whose annual salary shall be $3,000. 
Which shall be in full for all services and ex- 


services by said officers. 
No Deputies 


or private Secretaries shall be allowed, whose 
services shall be a charge against the State; pro- 
vided, That the Legislature provide by law 
such extra clerk hire during the sessions of the 
Legislature, for the Governor, Secretary of 
State and State Controller, as in its judgment 
may be necessary to promote the best interests 
of the public service; but the term of such clerks 
shall not extend over a period of twenty days 
after the adjournment of a regular or extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature. And provided further, 
that the Surveyor General ns ex-officio State 
Land Register, shall be allowed to employ such 
Clerks annually as may be required to conduct 
the affairs in an efficient manner, the number 
and compensation to be fixed by law. 


SEC. 
3. 
The term of each of said 
officers 


shall be four years, commencing upon the 
first Monday in January next succeeding 
their elecaou, and until their successors 
arc elected and qualified. 


SEC. 
4. 
For the first term of office succeed- 


ing the adoption of this Constitution the salary 
of each Judge of the District Court shall be 
five thousand clollais per annum, but the Leg- 
islature may piovide by law for actual traveling 
expenses for said Judges, not exceeding the 
sum of four hundred dollars per annum for each 
Judge, which said salary and expenses shall not 
be increased, but may fiom time to time be 
reduced in the discretion of the Legislature; 
provided, that such reduction shall not apply to 
the salary of such Judge during the term of 
office for which he shall have been elected, but 
shall be made to take effect only on succeeding 
terms, or upon his successor in office. 
The 


salaries of the foregoing officers shall be paid 
quarteily out of the State Treasury. The pay 
of State Senators and members of the Assembly 
shall be five dollars per clay for each day of 
actual service, and ten cents per mile for mile- 
age going to and returning from the place of 
meeting; provided, that the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the Assembly shall 
each receive two dollars per clay additional for 
their services as such officeis. 
No officer men- 


tioned in this section" shall receive any fee or 
perquisites to his own use for the peifoi mancc 
of any duty connected with his office, or for the 
performance of any additional duty imposed 
upon him by law. 


SEC. 
5. 
Until otherwise provided by law, 


the apportionment of Senators and Assembly- 
men in the diffeient counties shall be as follows, 
to-wit: Elko county, two Senators and three 
Assemblymen; Eureka county, two Senators 
and five Assemblymen; Humboldt county, 
one Senator and two Assemblymen; Lincoln 
county, one Senator and one Assemblyman; 
Esmeralda county, one Senator and two Assem- 
blymen; Washoe county, two Senators and 
three Assemblymen; Ormsby county, two Sen- 
ators and three Assemblymen; Storey county, 
four Senators and six Assemblymen. 


SEC. 
6. 
The Senators to be elected at the 


first election under this Constitution shall draw 
lots so that the term of one half of the number, 
as nearly as may be, shall expire on the day 
succeeding the general election then next ensu- 
ing, 
and the term of the other half shall expire 


on the 
day succeeding the second gen- 


eral 
election 
under 
this 
Constitution; 


provided: That in drawing lots for all 
Senatorial terms, the Senatorial represent- 
ation sh*ll be allotted so that in the 
counties having two or more Senators, 
the terms (hereof shall be divided, as 
near as may be, between the long and short 
terms; and provided further, thai in all 
counties having but one Senator, no allot- 
ment for long and short terms shall be had, 
OK* such Senators shall hold for the full 


term'of four years.

SEC. 
7. That the 'first general election 


ander this Constitution, and thereafter, 
(except those who liave drawn the sJiort 
terms under the allotment hereinbefore pro- 
vided for), the term of Senators-shall be for 
[our years from the day succeeding such 
general election, and ihs members of tbe 
Assembly for two years from the day suc- 
ceeding such general election, an! tbe 
terms of Senators shall be allotted by the 
Legislature in long and shoit terms, ns 
hereinbefore provided, BO that one-half the 
number, as nearly as may be, thill be elected 
every two years. 


SEC. 8, The fiist regular s. esiou of the 


Legislature andor this Constitution, shall 
oommenca on the ' TSIRD Monday of 
JANUARY A. D. e'ghtezn hundred and 
NINETY-THREE, and shall bs hold bien- 
nially thereafter, commenting upon the third 
Monday in- January each alternate odd num- 
bered years. 


SEC. 9. //// State, County and Township 


officers who are in office at the date of the adop- 
tion or this Constitution, shall continue iii office 
until the first Monday iii January, 1803, (ex- 
cept members of the Legislature, whose terms 
•hall expire on the day succeeding the election in 
the year iSgz) and until th'i successors of 
such officers as are provided for liy this Constitu- 
tion, shall have been elected and qualified; pro- 
vided, That all State officers elected at the gen- 
eral election in ths year /Soo, or those holding 
over by virtue of the provisions of the present 
Constitution shall expire by limitation upon the 
first Monday in January, 1893; and their suc- 
cessors shall be elected at the general election held 
in this State, upon the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November A. D. 1892. 


SEC. 10. All officers of State and Ju Jgea 


elected under this Constitution shall be 
commissioned by the Governor of this 
State then in office, which commission 
shall be countersigned by the Secretary of 
the same, and shall qualify before entering 
upon the discharge of tbeir duties, before 
uny officer authorized to administer oaths 
ander tho laws of this State', and also 'mo 
State Controller and State Treasurer shall 
each respectively, before they qualify and 
enter upau tbe discharge of their duties, 
execute and deliver to the Secretary of 
iState an official bond, made payable to the 
State of Nevada, in the sum of thiity 
thousand dollars, to bo approved by the 
Governor, and shall aUo execute and 
deliver to tba Secretary of State such other 
and farther official bonl or bonds as is 
now, or may be hereafter required by law.

fudge, or othir State Offuer, shall become vacant 
before tlie expiration of the regular term- foi 
which he was elected, the vacancy may lie filled 
by appointment by the Governor until it shall be

it shall be filled by election for the residue 
of the nnexpired term; provided, that in ca;<- 
of the expiration of the commission of two Dis 
trict Judges at the same time, by reason of the 
appointment of ono of such Judges to fill 
in unoxpired term, in that case the Judgt. 
holding the position by an election to the 
office, 


shall be Chief Justice. 


SEC. 
13. For the first two fiscal years 


oext succeeding the adoption of this Con- 
stitution, the Legislature may levy a tax 
aot exceeding seventy-fitre cents upon each 
me hundred dollars of the taxable prop- 
erty m this Sttte, for State purposes; but 
the next succeeding Legislature shall make 
•uch a reduction in (he State levy as tbe 
estimated revenues will permit; provided, 
i hat in no event shall tbe levy lor State 
purposes ejcoed the sum of seventy-five 
cent* upon each one hundred dollars, ex- 
cept three-fourths of nil of Ihe members 
-lected to each branch of the Legislature 
shrill vote to increase said lovy in which 
case it may be allowed ta equal, but shal 
not exceed ninety cents upon each 
one 


hundred dollars of valuation. 


We recommend that the Legislature in 


the law providing for a Constitutional Con- 
vention, fix the per diem of its members at 
three dollars par day, and ten cents per 
mile in going to, and returning from the 
place of meeting; and that such per diem 
shall not extend beyond the term of thirty 
days. 


This will cover the actual expense of its 


members, and we believe that thirty days 
is ample time to formulate such a Constitu- 
tion as will be acceptable to Ihe ^people, 
and meet ths requirements and necessities 
of the State.

Continued from First Page. 


thirds ol the House, where such bill may 
be pending, shall deem it expedient to dis- 
pense with this rule; bat the reading ot it 
bill b; sections, on its final passage, shall 
in no case be dispensed with, and the vole 
on Ihe final passage cf every bill or joint 
resolution. Bbail be Uken by teas and nays, 
to be entered on the journals of each 
Bouse; and a majority o£ all the members 
elected to each House shall be nectssaty to 
pass every bill or joint resolution, aud all 
bills or joint resolutions so passed, shallbe 
signed by the presiding officers o£ the re 
Bpeciive Bonnes, and by the Secretary of 
the Sonata and Clerk o£ the Assembly.
